Nazi hunter won't give up

The Implementation of dif-

The great tragedy of Jewish 
suffering under the cruet hand 
of Nazi Germany cannot be 
entirely erased from the con- 
sciences of the German people, . 
Beate Klarsfeld, active anti-Na- 
zi campaigner and nominee for 
the Nobel Peace Prize, . reaf- 
firmed' last night in a talk at 
McGIII. . 

^ German-born Klarsfeld, 
speaking to an audience of 
about 200, described in detail 
her personal campaign to rid 
the world of anti-Semitism, 
exposing Nazi war criminals 
and bringing them to justice 
"wherever they may be." The 
crusade Is not an attempt' to 
seek vengeance for the wrongs, 
of the German people, Klars- 
feld maintained, rather she 
seeks to prevent a recurrence 
of the tragedy that resulted In 
the death of six million Jews in 
Nazi Germany. 

Neo-Nazism, according to 
Klarsfeld, is still a vibrant force 
in Germany today. The Jewish 
Holocaust put aside, Its broad 
Ideological appeal Is very at- 
tractive among the young. The 
danger of the movement, 
claims Klarsfeld, is that it is 
generally accepted in Germany. 

Klarsfeld, emphasizing her 
solidarity, with the Jewish peo- 
ple, was successful in hunting 
down and exposing a number 
of prominent Nazi war crimi- 
nals. In 1968, she spent one 
year In jail for slapping the face 
of German Chancellor Kurt 
Kelslnger, alleged former mem- 
ber of the Nazi Foreign Ministry. 



From the attempted kidnap- 
ping of Kurt Llchka, former 



forced to ratify a treaty obliging 
them to try Nazi war criminals 
Commander of the Gestapo in Including lErnst Achenbach, 
Paris, to the handing out of Kurt Llchka and other promi- 



pro-lsraell propaganda in Arab 
nations, from Jail sentences to 
death threats, Klarsfeld has 
attempted to curb the universal 
tide of antagonism that has 
historically, and is presently 
being waged on the Jewish race 
and the Israeli nation. 

Klarsfeld emphasized that 
the nation of Israel "is not 
alone" In its struggle for 
recognition as a legitimate 
state. Too much emphasis Is 
being placed on the plight of 
the Arab refugees, Klarsfeld 
claims, and not enough on the 
amount of suffering that the 
Jewish race has undergone as a 
result of anti-Semitism. 

As a result of her campaign, 
the German courts have been

nent officials.. The legal pro- 
cess has, however, been ex- 
ceptionally slow, according to 
Klarsfeld, and a spirit of 
decadence has befallen the 
German people concerning the 
Issue.

O'Brien stated that 
Concordia has not been, offi- 
cially informed of the decision 
and suggested that with "gov- 
ernment bureaucracy, it might 
get caught up in the air". 

In an interview last month, 
McGill Vice-principal (Plan- 
ning) E.J. Stansbury claimed 
that differential fees for foreign 
students attending Quebec uni- 
versities will probably be based 
on the Ontario method of 
Indexation, raising the cost of 
tuition for foreign students to 
about $1500. 

- During the interview, Stans- 
bury did not speculate as to 
when differential fees would be 
implemented. -When contacted 
last night, Stansbury claimed 
to have no knowledge of the 
forthcoming implementation of 
differential fees or of O'Brien's 
projections. 

The Ministry of Education 
has consistently refused to 
confirm the story, but govern- 
ment officials In the same 
breath said in early October 
that it would be a few months 
before anything Is announced. 
Differential fees for foreign 
students are Included In the 



Parti Québécois platform which 
reasons that while "Canadian 
students indirectly fund educa- 
tion through taxes, foreign stu- 
dents do not". 

Vice-principal Stansbury 
claimed to see "no particular 
advantage" to differential fees 
and speculated that there 
would be probably be no 
drastic drop in non-Canadian 
enrollment even if differential 
fees are Implemented. In last 
month's Interview, he dis- 
missed recent charges made by 
the Ontario Federation of Stu- 
dents that a 20.9% drop in visa 
student applications In Ontario 
in September was due to the 
implementation of differential 
fees in Ontario universities and 
community colleges. Non- 
Canadian applications have 
been declining for years, 
Stansbury said, assessing 
OFS's current wave of concern 
as over-reaction; 

- Alberta also imposed diff- 
erential fees in September, 
boosting tuition fees for fore- 
ign students to $300 over 
regular fees In universities and 
$50 In technical colleges. The 
'Manitoba provincial govern- 
ment is also slated to force 
differential fees upon foreign 
students in the near future.

Ont, Alia.*. Quebec is next

With the prospect of differ- . 
entïal fees for foreign students 
facing Quebec campuses next 
September, there is a notice- 
able absence of any organized 
pressure on university and 
government authorities by the 
province's student groups. 

Earlier this year, a Concordia 
university official leaked to the 
student newspaper The Geor- 
gian, news that the PQ govern- 
ment had prepared a document 
recommending the implemen- 
tation of differential fees for 
visa students. These recom- 
mendations coincided with an 
article In the PQ's educational 
platform and follow the exam- 
ple of two other provinces that 
imposed differential fees last 
September. Concordia Rector 
John O'Brien confirmed the 
news yesterday. 

Both the Ontario and Alberta 
governments, claiming that vi- 
sa students were an unfair 
burden to the Canadian tax- 
payer, raised tuition fees for 
foreign students by $900 In 
Ontario and $300 in Alberta. 

At first, universities, ap- 
palled, claimed that they would 
have no part In discrimination 
against foreign students, that 
education should be universally 
accessible. Many of the uni- 
versities planned to subsidize 
the foreign students. Since 
they made up only about 8% of 
the Canadian university student 
population, the Implementation 
of differential fees would not 
substantially increase the uni- 
versities' budgets "nor would 
the subsidization of foreign 
students substantially hurt the 
universities. 

„ However, reports from Ontar- 
io and Alberta universities 
Indicate that they are now be- 
ginning to rethink their com- 
mitment. The Academic Affairs 
Committee of the University of 
Toronto, for example; review- 
ing differential fees In Ontario, 
has reversed Its position. Ini- 
tially it declared, "charging dif- 
ferent fees to different students 
has no place m the life of an 
academic institution because it 
is discriminatory, potentially 
racist and academically Inde- 
fensible." Now it Is saying that 
the University has no choice In 
the matter. 

Universities that continue to 
oppose government policy risk 
the disfavour of provincial 
governments. According to the 



U of T The Grad Post, the 
Ontario government Is deter- 
mined not to withdraw dif- 
ferential fees. 

Cost benefit vs Ideology 

In these days of economic 
crisis, budget cutbacks and 
falling enrolment,, the univer- 
sity Is forced to put aside the 
Ideology of universal education 
and adopt a cost-benefit atti- 
tude toward visa students. The 
Academic Affairs Committee of 
U of T" claims that the Uni- 
versity Is not in a position to 
absorb the annual half million 
dollar loss even If the sum 
represents only a small portion 
of the entire university budget. 

The main pro-differential fee 
argument has been that Cana- 
dian students pay for education 
through taxes, but foreign stu- 
dents do not, thus they should 
be charged more for the educa- 
tion they receive. However, ac- 
cording to a report published 
by .the Canadian Bureau for 
..International Education, a fe- 
derally funded organization, 
foreign, students are not an 
economic burden on . Canadian 
taxpayers because they ef- 
fectively pay for tnemselves. 
"The expenditure of money by 
the Canadian taxpayer, through 
grants to Institutions, Is rough- 
ly equal to the amount of 
money imported into Canada 
by Incoming students. ..This 
foreign student money would 
not otherwise find its way into 
the economy. On this basis 
alone, foreign students pay for 
themselves.. .Moreover, the 
educational system could not 
do without the government 
funds they receive as a result of 
their foreign student popula- 
tion. Faculty and staff must 
still be paid and thé physical 
plant must be kept up, even if 
there are fewer students. These 
costs cannot be cut without a 
major restructuring of the Can- 
adian educational system. 
Therefore, for many Canadian 
institutions and their com- 
mittees, foreign students are 



economically essential". 
Thoro's still room for 
visa students 

The report also" points out 
that although foreign student 
enrollment In Canada has al- 
most doubled In the last four 
years, It has not affected 
Canadian student enrollment. 
"It Is fair to say that foreign 
students are simply picking up 
the slack In the Canadian sys- 
tem. ..in fact, with the members 
of Canadian students decreas- 
ing because of demographic 
changes, one could agree that 
foreign students are needed to 
fill empty places and to main- 
tain employment at the post 
secondary level". 

A 20% drop In foreign stu- 
dent enrollment took place in 
Ontario last September. Ac- 
cording to the Ontario Federa- 
tion of Students, the imple- 
mentation of differential fees 
was the major reason behind 
the decrease. 

Here at McGill, > (depending 
on the university committee), 
the drop In overall enrollment 
during the coming decade is 
projected at 10 to 30%. The 
implementation of differential 
fees in Quebec in the near 
future would probably accentu- 
ate the decrease in enrollment. 
A drop In enrollment means a 
drop' in. the provincial grant, 
awarded to each university on a 
per-caplta basl3. The post-war 
baby boom Is .probably the 
major cause of the decrease in 
university enrollment, however 
in Quebec, speculation points 
to the PQ victory last year as a 
reason behind the drop of 
Anglophone Canadians at Mc- 
Gill. Differential fees would 
mean an even greater decline. 
Racist or what? 

If foreign students are really 
not a burden to the Canadian 
taxpayer and If Canadian en- 
rollment in universities Is drop- 
ping, why would governments 
want to impose a measure to 
make it even harder for foreign 
students to attend Canadian

universities? The Implementa- 
tion of differential fees Is not 
the only measure taken to curb 
the increased numbers of_-,for- 
elgn students in certain pro- 
vinces. Recently the federal 
government Introduced Immi- 
gration Act C-24, a bill not only 
restricting entrance require- 
ments, but endowing Immi- 
gration officers with powers to 
restrict activities of foreign 
students within Canada. 
. The CBIE report also hints 
that provincial governments 
might be looking for ways -to 
cut back on education funding 
and the number of post- 
secondary institutions in their 
provinces: Canadian enroll- 
ment will drop because there 
are fewer Canadian; students 
wanting to attend the univer- 
sity; foreign student enroll-

Another strike hits Laval 



QUEBEC CITY (CUP) - Admin- 
istrators at l'Université Laval, 
which was closed for 15 weeks 
last year by a contract dispute, 
hope to keep .the university 
open during a strike by union- 
ized maintenance staff em- 
ployed by a contractor. 

Campus support staff have 
voted moral support for the 
strikers, and students in the 



anthropology faculty are boy- 
cotting classes in support. 
' . Vice-rector Andre Dufour is-' 
sued a statement Nov. 1.0 
saying the university "had 
taken measures to assure es- 
sential services and avoid hav- 
ing students endure once again 
the effects of a work stoppage 
which does not otherwise in- 
volve university employees." 



Dufour, said the decision to. 
keep the university open was 
made by the executive council 
after pressure from "professors, 
administrators and student as- 
sociations." 

The administration hopes to 
maintain garbage collection, 
partial cafeteria services and 
avoid closing any university 
buildings.

ment can be made to drop 
through differential fees and 
restrictive immigration laws. 
With fewer applicants 'to uni- 
versities, the~governments are 
provided with an ideal excuse, 
to cut back drastically on 
university funding. 

In Ontario and Alberta, dif- 
ferential fee legislations fol- 
lowed a significant increase In 
visa student enrollment. But It 
is interesting to note that 
although the numbers In- 
creased, the countries of origin 
of visa students has been 
changing. Whereas the United 
States was once the main 
source of foreign students, the 
Far East and Asian countries 
have now become the primary 
origin of foreign students. 

e report claims "We all 
have our own Ideas about the 
appropriate proportion of for- 
eign students on . Canadian 
campuses, and the amount of 
money we should be spending 
for their presence. On the other 
hand, no one criticized the 
presence of foreign students 
when the number was small 
and the students themselves 
are Indistinguishable from the 
mass of Canadian students." 

It would seem that'Slnce the 
amount by which fees have 
been increased does not nearly 
match the amount it cost to 
educate a student, differential 
fees do not meet the objective 
of removing the burden of 
educational costs of foreign 
students from the Canadian 
taxpayer. The differential fee as 
imposed by Alberta and Ontario 
only serves to limit access to 
foreign students who cannot 
afford the difference.

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On Sadat and Israel 

People all over the world were amazed when Egyptian President 
Anwar Sadat announced that he was accepting Menachem Begln's 
Invitation to visit Israel. The entire world Immediately focused on 
the reactions of the Arab countries. The Egyptian people were 
overjoyed. For thirty years, they have been hoping for a time 

- when they could spend money on food Instead of bombs and war 
equipment. The thought that peace might finally be at hand sent 
the entire Egyptian population out Into the streets to celebrate the 
holiday.and the chance of peace. When Sadat returned, more than 
a million people lined the route from the airport to welcome him. 

In the more conservative Arab countries, the reaction to Sadat's 
visit was mlxed; x Whlle observers were displeased that Sadat 
should visit their avowed enemy, they were willing to wait and see 
what would come of the meeting. They gave cautious approval to 
the view thatjf the visit was successful, Israel might be more 
receptive to the Idea of a Palestinian homeland. 

Only In the most hostile of countries was the reaction 
Immediately negative. Out of the dozen Arab countries, only one 
decided to withdraw its recognition of Egypt. 

An article In yesterday's Dally only represented the views of 
those who agreed with that one Arab country, Libya. The Dally 
article went on to quote the Canadian-Arab Federation's call for a. 
"democratic and Independent Palestinian State". It is possible 
that the meeting Is a first step to Just that. Of course, it Is also 
possible that no such thing will happen. "According to the mandate 
of every Arab country, the land for anJndependent Palestine 
must be taken away from Israel j'lsrael must be replaced by a new 
Palestiné. That's not very democratic, and there Is no reason to 
believe that any new Palestine would.be any; different. Yassar 
Arafat Is hardly anyone's Idea of a benevolent democrat. 
Remember that Lebenon was pointed to as the ideal democratic 
state by Arab nations not long ago. The article did not present 
these facts to balance Its views. 

Unfortunately, the headline of that 'firtlcle further misrepre- 
sented the facts. The large part of the headline totally obscured 
the smaller kicker, which attributed the statement "Sadat 
abandons Palestine" to the Canadian Arabs. As presented, the 
head looked like a fact; an opinion that would be hotly debated 
by most Zionists. 

By definition, a Zionist Is someone who wants and believes In 
the establishment of a Jewish state. The idea of a permanent 
country Is a necessary concept to Jews, who have been chased 
out of Just about every country In Europe and Asia by one pogrom 
or another. The Holocaust finally caused world leaders to ' 
establish a Jewish state, Israel. That state created a new problem 

— what to do with the Palestinians who wanted a country of their 
own. Their Arab neighbours would not give the Palestinians land 
.for their country. They still Insist that it come from Israel. No 
solution to this dilemma is In sight. Blit If the meeting between 
Sadat and Begin will help to bring the Arabs and the Israelis to the 
bargaining table at Geneva, it is a good'thing.^Maybe then, both 
sides will be able to present their views and debate them in an 
open forum Instead of a battlefield. 

Libya and Canadian Arabs are very quick to call for blood. But 
Ihey are not the ones who have shed blood In past warsrThe two 
main antagonists In those wars were Egypt and Israel. The rest Of 
he world should take their cues from thesetwo countries, and not 
a Federation of Canadians.

FTQ convention opening 
The Fédération des travailleurs du Québec (FTQ) Is holding its 
annual convention next week. The discussion will center around an 
assessment of the PQ's first year in power, and on its labour 
legislation. 

There will be seminars throughout the week on subjects such as 
unemployment, access to unionization and reorganization of the 
FTQ's services. FTQ members are particularly affected by- plant 
shutdowns like the situation at the Wayagamack plant owned by 
Consolidated Bathurst which closed In October.The convention 
will also discuss access to. unionization, denied to most workers 
In small firms and restaurants. 

Strikers occupy New York head office 

A group of strikers from the Uniroyal plant in Ville d'Anjou 
occupied the New York head office in the Rockefeller Centre on 
Monday. At the same t|me, other strikers maintained the 
occupation at the Ville d'Anjou plant, closed by the company three 
years ago. The goal of the double occupation was to force, the 
company to reopen the plant. 

In New York, the strikers met the company's vice-president who 
said that the Ville d'Anjou plant Is not profitable enough to 
reopen. However, the CSN-afflllated union claims that a recent 
study by the CSN shows that it In fact Is. The strikers endedtheir 
peaceful occupation with the guarantee that no charges would be 
laid against them and promises of a meeting with the Canadian 
management of Uniroyal. ■ 

A company named Biltrlte is interested in buying the plant but 



Uniroyal refuses to sell its shares. The company already signed an 
unofficial agreement with the strikers saying they will be hired 
when the plant reopens. The strikers are asking why Uniroyal 
stopped the transaction when it Is not Interested In reopening the 
plant. The plant Is the only one In Canada that recycles old tires. 
This process is gaining importance as the price of recycled rubber 
Is lower than the finished synthetic product.' Antl-pollutlon now 
requires recycling of old tires instead of dumping or Incineration. 

The strikers received extensive coverage In the New York press 
and used their stint In the US to call for a boycott of Uniroyal 
products. A boycott has been In effect In Quebec for two years. 
Knowing that it is the time of the year to buy snow tires, the 
strikers, hope people will stop buying Uniroyal tires. 

South African unionist In Quebec 

Stephen Dlaminl, president and one of the founding members 
of the South African Congress of Trade Unions (SACTU) Is touring 
Quebec to discuss the plight of tho trade unions and black 
workers In South Africa. 

SACTU Is the union branch of the African National Congress 
(ANC), the major liberation movement. Dlaminl left Soujh Africa a 
few months ago to escape a prison sentence and is now touring 
other countries to expose the treatment of black workers. . 
. The situation of the black workers is one of "superexploitation". 
Black workers work In industries around big cities and live in 
dormitories outside city limits. Their families remain behind, In 
'^homelands" where living conditions are inhumane. Workers 
organizing get heavy prison terms and are often tortured for 
Information about the unions. This situation continues because 
the white minority is supported by important foreign Investments In 
industry, including Canadian capital in industry and banks. 

Dlaminl says that Canada and other western countries must 
stop trading with South Africa. Above all he calls for an end to 
sales of military supplies and for a boycott of South African 
products like Paarl wines, Rothmans cigarettes and Outspan 
oranges. Mr. Dlaminl will be speaking next Monday at the 
Lafontaine building of the University of Quebec. 
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AH in all sports journalists are a pampered breed. They are 
catered to and given preferential treatment usually bestowed only 
upon royalty. Nowhere Is this more glaringly evident than within 
the confines of various press boxes In stadiums and arenas. 

There are countless numbers of public relations people who are 
salaried to beckon to their every whim. Why does alt of this exist 
one may ask? Mainly because it Is the p.r. person's Job to make 
these sports critics as comfortable and as satisfied as humanly 
possible. If this task is achieved then it is believed that the 
sportscaster or writer will present a more favourable picture to Its 
readers and listeners. 

A simplification of this phenomena is normally called the 
greasing of palms. S 

I thought It might be interesting to see how successful 
Montreal's three professional teams fare In this greasing of palms, 
by comparing how nice their respective press boxes are. 

The easy victor In this category has to be the press box of the 
Montreal Expos. Because of the poorness of their teams In the 
past, the-Expos make up for it tenfold with their spacious and 
-comfortable press area. 

.The Expos cuisine is the thing that sets it apart from the 
ordinary. Their delicious full course meals range from filet mignon 
to a special franks and beans recipe in a tantalizing wine sauce 
mixture. Desserts are rich and plentiful. It's legendary now that 
one very obese sportscaster from CFOXradlo once, during a 
particularly long afternoon, munched on six custard eclairs and 
seven French pastries. The Expos management is not stingy. 

An unlimited supply of unshelled peanuts is also a major point 
of consideration. 

Hard liquor and beer flow freely as they do in the Alouettes and 
Canadiens boxes. It's not unusual to see one of Montreal's 
"noteworthy journalists stagger out of the Expos press box and ask 
to be pointed irTthe right direction to home". * J " t ' 

As- has been documented In ah : eârlièr c Sp6rts" Comment, the 
McGill Daily has been denied access. lev t he 'press facilities of the 
Montreal Canadiens. The Canadians ipuOUciïelatlons iperson, 
Claude Mouton, majestically decided that he would not sanction 
college accreditation for his employer. Luckily' with great 
persistence and cunning, Daily Sports has managed to Infiltrate 
the sanctity of Moutonville. What we saw was not overly 
impressive. . 

We found the surroundings bordering on the crowded side." Why 
half of the existing space was taken up by the giant ego of Mr. 
Mouton himself. . 

"The food is far from gourmet. They do serve some hot foods of 
which they are most noted for their hamburgers. Give them a C- 
for their discourtesy. 

Bob Geary, the general manager of the Montreal Alouettes, has 
managed by grandiose thriftiness to create an atmosphere of 
poverty. 

The press box area is normally so crowded that If you are 
unlucky enough to come after the game has started, you will not 
be fortunate enough to have a seat. One reporter was even seen 
earlier this season sheepishly plunked down on a wooden crate ' 
watching the action. 

The quality of the food the Alouettes management serves Is 
slightly below that of Burger King. Egg sandwiches are the pick of 
the litter. Another note is that the food tends to run out before the 
end of the game. Give the Montreal Alouettes press box a D-. At 
least they gave Dally Sports media accreditation. That's more 
than we can say for the pompous Claude Mouton of the Montreal 
Canadiens.
